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SLUMS AND CIVILIZATION 


Any civilization, which is festered with slums and kindred 
outcroppings and manifestations of want and poverty, has a 
lot of internal rearranging to do before it will rest on anything 
like a durable foundation. Since living people can remember 
no one has been more profuse than Americans with their 
boasting about the unlimited opportunities existing in the 
United States for every boy and girl, who is fortunate enough 


to be born here. What basis is there for this boast? 


During the past four or five years the most outstanding | 
opportunity for youth and age alike in this “grand and glor- 
ious’ country has been that of facing starvation or becoming | 
recipients of character destroying public or private charity. | 
In those centers, where our worst slums abound, the evil 
fruits of poverty have multiplied and spread enormously. | 


How much of our crime and vice is directly traceable to | 
poverty and unemployment may be difficult to ascertain 
exactly but that it is the chief cause is so generally conceded, | 
that the wonder is that society, as a whole, has not long ago 
taken steps to abolish unemployment and all forms of poverty 
for which our economic order is to blame. 


It is a disgrace for a county, as rich as the United States, 


to harbor either slums or sweatshops, to say nothing of the 
inexcusable social crime of permitting unemployment to con-| 


tinue throughout the land when it is possible to end this | 
breeder of endless suffering and sorrow by shortening the 
hours of labor sufficiently to enable every able-bodied man or 
woman to obtain enough employment at sufficient wages to 
live in decency. 


Any institution which pays sweatshop wages or employs 
human beings at such low wages, that nothing better than | 
life in slums is open to them, should not be permitted to exist. 
Instead of such low-wage institutions being an asset to society 
they are a liability. For this reason every form of business or | 
enterprise, which either does not or cannot pay employes in it | 
a sufficient wage for them to live in decency, should be closed 
down forever, unless ways and means can be developed for 
it to operate on a more humane basis. 

Abolition of sweatshops and slums is no one man’s job 
and no group exists with enough power to do it, regardless | 
of how hard they might try. Society as a whole must elim- 
inate these blots on civilization by drastic and far-reaching 
remedies that will penetrate to the roots of these evils. A 
civilization, which will not use thé simple, direct and sensible 
remedy of shortening hours of labor sufficiently to end unem- 
ployment, when existing conditions provide no other solu- 
tion, is heading for a terrible collapse. 

When a country as big and powerful as the United States, | 
permits slums to form and needless poverty to fester and grow | 
in any part of the land we should all pause and ask ourselves | 
how civilized we are anyway. 


There is no excuse for slums and far less excuse for pro-| 
longed unemployment in any part of the United States, or 
any part of the world for that matter, but since we are not | 
running any other country, besides our own, let us at least 
put an end to the crime and vice breeding evils of slums and 
unemployment in our own land. Outlaw the causes for the | 
former and end the latter by shortening the hours of labor 
sufficiently to accomplish complete elimination of unemploy- 
ment. This cannot be done in spots. It must be made general 


and applicable to all industries. To work at all it must be 
compulsory on all. 


If we cannot or if we are so infernally interested in keep- 
ing labor down and helpless that we do not want to take this 


necessary step to end present-day unemployment then we are 
indeed facing sorrowful days ahead. 


Since practically all our depression troubles originate with 
a failure to recognize that people cannot buy back any more 
goods than they are receiving wages with which to make pur- 
chases it is evident that any tampering done in the wrong 
direction, will tend to make conditions worse instead of better. 


Our depression can be permanently ended by shortening 
hours of labor enough to put all to work, increasing wages to 
all workers, increasing prices to all farmers and decreasing 
selling prices to all consumers. What is more it is humanly 
possible to do all these things.

\Mrs. Rosa McKay Dies; Was 
Arizona’s Friend of Labor 


Law and Fought Deportation 
of Bisbee Miners. 

Organized labor 
throughout Arizona and the nation 
suffered a distinct loss in the death 
here of Mrs. Rosa McKay, whose 
record as a progressive thinker and 
liberal legislator reached beyond the 
state. 

She served a number ot years in 
the state legislature. She introduced 
and pushed to enactment a minimum 
wage law for women and girls which 
fixed $12 weekly as the smallest pay 
which employers could impose on fe- 
male workers. Later she succeeded 
in getting the minimum raised to 
$16. A bitter court fight followed, 
which only ended when the United 
States Supreme Court declared the] 
law unconstitutional. 

In commenting on her interest in 
the workers, the Arizona Labor Jour- 
nal said: 

“Mrs. McKay added to the excite-! 
ment during the notorious Bisbee de-} 
portation by openly championing the 
cause of the deportees in the face of 
the powers which and tem- 
porarily ruled the camp _ through 
high-handed, autocratic and _ illegal 
methods. It was she who caused the | 
first news of the outrage to reach! 
the outside world. She contrived to 
communicate with state authorities 
and Phoenix friends despite the 
armed possession of telephone and 
telegraph lines, the paralysis of postal 
facilities through stopping of trains, 
and the forcible closing of all means 
of exit from the city.”

Cincinnati, Ohio.—Positive refusal 
of the Fenton Wuerdeman company, 
dyers and dry cleaners, to discuss 
employment conditions with officers 
of Local No. 180 of the Dye-House 
and Dry Cleaning Drivers’ union re- 
sulted in a strike of the union driv- 
ers aS a method to influence the ex- 
ecutives of the compan) to obey the! 
labor section of the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act, which guarantees 
the right of the workers to enroll in 
bona fide trade unions and freely 
elect collective bargaining represen- 
tatives to negotiate agreements with 
employers covering hours, wages, and 
work conditions. 

The officials of the company snap- 
ped their fingers in the fact of the 
union. E. K. Wuerdeman, president | 
of the concern, announced over his 
own signature that the company “has 
absolutely no more intention of sign- 
ing any agreement with any labor 
unions than it has ever had.” 

Refusing to the usual practice of 
anti-union employers, officials of the 
company engaged the Cal Crim 
detective agency to put armed strike- 
breakers on the job. Two of these 
malefactors attacked a union member 
who was distributing literature, one 
of them covering him with a gun. In 
reply to the union’s complaint against 
the armed strikebreaker, Fred K. 
Hoeler, safety director, said he was 
a licensed deputy policeman author- 
ized on May 27, 1930, to carry a 
gun. 

City Manager Dykstra ordered the 
police not to interfere with peaceful 
picketing by striking drivers. He de- 
fined peaceful picketing to include 
and forth with ban- 
talking with employes outside 
the company’s property, and the dis- 
tribution of literature.. 


Fresno Unions Fight 
Anti-Union Brewing Co. 


Fresno, Calif—The Fresno County 
Building Trades Council asked organ- 
ized labor to keep the Yosemite 
Brewing company of Fresno on the 
“We Don’t Patronize” list. The coun- 
cil claimed the brewery, which also| 
makes Yosemite ice and ice cream, 
threw the gauntlet down to organized 
labor by refusing to have union men 
to build the brewery.
